I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for 

1965. 

Infectious  Diseases ; As  usual,  measles  was  very  prevalent 
in  1965.  The  large  number  of  422  cases  were  notified.  It 
seems  likely  that  I'^mthin  a few  years,  with  modern  methods  of 
immuninology,  this  disease  will  become  less  frequent 

Cancer  deaths;  49  deaths  from  cancer  v/ere  registered 
during  the  year  and  of  these  more  than  a quarter  were  cancer 
of  the  lung.  It  is  sad  that  cigarette  smoking,  which  is 
the  main  cause  of  the  disease,  cannot  be  controlled.  Many 
persons  are  happy  to  indulge  in  smoking  cigarettes  and  shut 
their  eyes  to  the  danger  ahead. 

I wish  to  acknowledge  the  help  that  has  always  been 
given  me  by  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.

Birth  Rate 


The  number  of  births  is  largely  determined  by  the  number  of 
women  of  child-bearing  age  resident  in  the  area,  thus  the  birth  rate 
cannot  be  compared  with  another  area  unless  it  is  of  a similar  sex 
and  age  structure  or  until  some  allowance  is  made  in  the  calculation. 
This  is  the  function  of  comparability  factor^  this  being  supplied 
to  all  areas  by  the  Registrar  G-eneral. 

The  birth  rate  for  1965  was  20.9  after  multiplying  by  the 
comparability  factor  of  0.86«  The  crude  rate  for  the  year  under 
review  was  24.3. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  was  685. 

Still  Births 

The  number  of  still  births  was  10  and  the  still  birth  rate 
0.36  per  1,000  population.  The  corresponding  rate  for  1,000  live 
and  still  births  was  14.4. 

Death  Rate  ^ 

The  uncorrected  death  rote  was  7.8  as  compared  with  8.2  for 
the  previous  year.  To  moke  allowance  for  age  and  sex  constitution 
the  Registrar-G-eneral  has  allowed  correction  of  this  figure  by  the 
comparability  figure  of  1.37,  by  which  a corrected  death  rate  of 
10.7  was  obtained.
